mann of being the collector of the 
Lindbergh ransom money, leap 
from a wall at St. Raymond’s 
Cemetery the night of April 2, 
1932—the time of the payment of 
the $50,000 by Dr. John F. Condon. 
Heier, a restaurant cashier, had 
just testified that he was out with 
a young woman on April 2, 1932, 
the date of the ransom payment, 
when Reilly withdrew him without 
explanation. The withdrawal fol- 


lowed an objection by the State to 
a question as to why he was testi- 
fying. Heier returned to the stand 
later. 


View From Parked Car. 


Heier said he was in a parked 
car with a young woman, who later 
married another man and who is 
now dead, and saw Fisch leap to 
the sidewalk from the cemetery 
wall on the night of April 2, 1932. 

Heier ‘said he identified Fisch 
from pictures of him in the news. 
papers. Shown a picture of Fisch, 
he said: “There is a strong resem- - 
blance.” 

He said the man he saw took 
several steps toward his car and 
his face was well lighted by the 
car's headlights. 

Attorney-General Wilentz, cross- 
examining Heier, immediately 
brought out that he had once been 
convicted; also that his name had 
been used in connection with the 
operation of a cabaret. 

Hauptmann, accused of murder 
ing Col. Lindbergh's infant son, us- 
serted Fisch gave him the ransom 
money found in his garage, and 
Hauptmann’s attorneys today open- 
ly declared they expected to show 
Fisch was the man who collected 
the ransom. 

Court was adjourned at 4:15 p, 


m. when the defense failed to have 
any more witnesses present. The 
Court rebuked defense counsel, 


Earlier the defense put on the 


stand Mrs. Bertha Hoff, who 


testified that she was visited about 
November, 1933. by Fisch and a 


farmer named Budreau who lived 
at Lebanon, N. J., 20 miles from . 
the Lindbergh estate. The visit, . 
she said, was at her home at Bay- 


side, L. I. 

Edward J. Reilly, defense chief 
counsel, fighting to get into the rec- 
ord testimony that Fisch carried 
bundles at the time, declared hotly: 

“During the day if I can get my 
witnesses here from New York, I 
hope to prove Isador Fisch was the 
man who jumped over the cemetery 
fence; that he received the money 
from Dr. Condon.” 


Fisch’s Arrival in Germany. 


Reilly went on, saying he would 
show “that Isador Fisch from that — 
date on not only approached one 
but many persons in New York try- 
ing to dispose of this money. I am 
going to trace every connection of 
Isador Fisch with this money until 


.| he left on the steamer. I hope to 


be able to prove by witnesses, when 
he arrived in Hamburg, his actions 
before the immigration authorities 
in Germany. 

“IT am going to trace everything 
I can to show that Isador Fisch 
and not this defendant received the 
money from Dr. Condon, tried to 
dispose of it, tried to leave it not 
only with this woman but other 
people, finally left it with Haupt- 
mann.”

Mayor Dickmann, pleased with 
yesterday’s announcement that the 
Gas Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen will start hearings Feb. 14 
on natural gas possibilities, told re-

He is determined, he said, that 
St. Louisans shall have gas, either 
natural or artificial, at rates low 
enough to encourage its widespread 
use for heating and thus help to 
eliminate smoke; and he thought 
the substantial business men of St. 
Louis would back him up in munic- 
ipal ownership if that becomes nec- 
essary.

U9. ARMY MAICR 
DIES IN SGUFFLE 


AL NIGHT CLUB 


Charles A. Ross of the Pre- 
sidio Falls or Is Thrown 
Down Stairs of San Fran- 
cisco Building. 


By the. -sociated Press. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 5.—Maj. 
Charles A. Ross of the United 
States Army was fatally injured 
and two other officers were slight- 
ly hurt in a night club fight early 
today during a party in celebration 
of their regiment’s birthday. 

Ross, battalion commander of the 
Thirtieth Infantry, stationed in the 
Presidio, was pronounced dead on 
arrival at Central Emergency Hos- 
pital after either falling or being 
thrown down a long flight of steps 
at the entrance to the night club. 

Maj. William F. Lee, one of his 
companions, suffered a bruised left 
eye, and Lieut. Winfred Skelton a 
cut lip in the scuffle. 

Clem Gaviotti, proprietor of the 
club, on the north beach, and two 
of his aids, Joe Vanessi and Sam 
Erlich, are held in connection with 
Ross’ death. The three were booked 
on manslaughter charges after two 
hours’ questioning by police. All 
denied being involved in the fight. 

Gaviotti told police. Ross _ fell 
down the stairs when he lost his 
grasp of a bannister. He said the 
officer demanded to know if Va- 
nessi and Erlich were “bouncers” 
and boasted “I can lick the whole 
bunch of you.” 

No apparent injury to the body 
of Maj. Ross was disclosed by an 
autopsy performed by Dr. Sherman 
Leland. The heart of the dead of- 
ficer was ordered sent to a path- 
ologist in an effort to determine 


whether heart disease caused death 


Ross and five companions—Majs. 
Lee and C. M. Easley, Capts. Thom- 
as N. Stark and Earle M. Miner 
and Lieut. Skelton—arrived at the 
Club Cairo shortly after 1 a. m., 
witnesses said, and a quarrel with 
club attendants began at the door. 

“T checked my hat and coat,” said 


Easley, “and on returning saw the | 


other officers quarreling with 
Gaviotti, Vanessi and Erlich. Il 
tried to calm the club attendants 
and told them not to take the Ma- 
jor seriously about anything, as he 
was only kidding. But they insist- 
ed on throwing him out.” 

A scuffle ensued, Easley said 
Ross was “manhandled to the head 
of the stairs and thrown down.” 


He also told police that the club | 


employes kicked Ross when he was 
outside the building. 

Officers from the Presidio went 
to the scene of the fight as soon 
as they learned of Ross’ death. 
Col. Douglas Potts, commander of 
the regiment, said he would name 
an official board of inquiry today. 

Ross was born in Michigan and 
had been in the army since 1918. 
For several years he was a mem- 
ber of the general staff school at 
Washington, D. C. A widow and 
two daughters, one of whom is mar- 
ried and lives in Washington, sur- 
vive.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Testi- 
mony that aid of President Roose 
velt, Postmaster-General Farley 
and Gov. A. Harry Moore of New 
Jersey was sought by the New York 
Shipbuilding Corporation in 1933 
to keep out competition in the 
shipbuilding industry, was given to 
the Senate Munitions Committee to- 
day by Clinton L. Bardo, former 
president of the corporation. 

The testimony, part verbal and 
part in the form of letters between 
the shipbuilder and Gov. Moore, 
now United States Senator, was ac- 
companied by an assertion from 
Bardo that “there was nothing 
selfish in it.” 

“It was purely in the public in- 
terest,” he insisted. “The ship

“Tt is important,” he added, “that 
this be prevented if reasonably pos- 
sible.” 

Replying, Gov. Moore said, as pre- 
sented to the committee: 

“T have your letter, and shall be 
glad to help you in any way you 
might suggest. I have taken the 
|}matter up directly with Mr. Far- 
ley.” 

What Roosevelt Wrote, 


A response from Bardo carried 
the statement, in a letter of July 5, 
that “there is no doubt in my mind 
‘but what this situation will very 
\largely rest in the President’s lap 
before we get through with it.” 

Bardo recommended that the Goy- 
|ernor write directly to the President 
to protest granting of the Wilder 
loan. He described Wilder as “a 
promoter pure and simple.” 

Moore wrote to the President, 
subsequent correspondence  dis- 
closed, as well as to Farley. The 
letter replied in a letter to Moore 
on July 15 that he had received 
comment on the matter from Ad- 
| miral H. I. Cone, chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board. 

President Roosevelt replied to 
Gov. Moore July 15, as follows: 

“Thank you for your letter of 
July 7. I appreciate your writing 
me about the matter, but we have 
no intention of acquiring  ship- 
yards.” 

It was signed “Very sincerely, 
yours, Franklin D. Roosevelt.” 

The committee had no copy of 
the letter from Moore to the Presi- 
dent protesting granting of the 
Wilder loan. 

Bardo, white-haired, was back on 
the stand for the third time. He met 
committee questions with emphatic 
answers, frequently asserting: 
“Now I want to make this clear.” 

Wilder had testified earlier that 
he was convinced there was collu- 
sion among the major shipbuilders. 
He had repeatedly named Bardo as 
one of the participants in confer- 
ences he described as aimed at 
sharing the Navy's shipbuilding 
program among the larger yards 
at steadily increasing prices, 

Wanted U. S. to Aid Sale. 

The committee also heard of a 
purported attempt to bring pres- 
sure On Ambassador Hugh Gibson 
in Brazil to have a model United 
States cruiser sent there during the 
past year to. aid the New York 
Shipbuilding Co, in bidding on the 
South American republic’s — naval 
program, 

Gibson protested to the State De- 
partment in a cable message read 
into the record. It said: “I feel that 
no cruiser should be sent because 
of the effect its sudden appearance 
would have. I question the value of 
Such a visit in view of the present 
unsettled political situation, with- 
Out Some valid reason.” 

The evidence was brought out 
during questioning of Bardo, which 
grew so heated that Senator Clark 
reprimanded the witness. 

Committee members asserted, as 
the session closed, that the Navy 
Department had sent the cruiser 
Pensacola and an aircraft carrier 
the Ranger, to Rio de Janeiro. 

In his cabled protest of March 12 
1934, against the proposal, Gibson 
said: “Received a call from Mr. 
Robert Aitken Workman, the New

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MISSISIPPL NEGRO 
SENTENCED TO DEATH 


Convicted of Killing Woman 
and Cutting Off Pieces 
of Flesh. 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, Miss., Feb. 5. — 
James H. Coyner, Negro, was con- 
victed last night after a one-day 
trial, of the murder of Mrs. Aure- 
lius B. Turner, and sentenced to be 
hanged on March 5. He confessed 
killing Mrs. Turner and her hus- 
band last Dec. 8 and cutting pieces 
of flesh from the woman’s body. 
Coyner was brought to Cleveland 


from Jackson early in the day, then 
indicted, arraigned and tried. He 


was closely guarded by militiamen, 


both on his trip and in the court- 
room. One hour after Coyner was 
convicted he was once more on the 
train with 200 guardsmen on the re- 
turn trip to Jackson. 

The courthouse resembled a war 
scene, Sand bags were thrown up. 
Barbed wire entanglements were 
placed about the building. Soldiers 
marched through the streets with 
rifles or manned machine guns. 

The State used seven witnesses 
and the defense none. 

In his argument District Attor- 
ney G. P. Rice picked up a_ box 
from beneath the counsel’s table, 
and lifted up a burlap bag from it. 
He tossed out what he said were 


three pieces of flesh cut from the 


body of Mrs. Turner, and pre 


served. 

“T am asking for the life of the 
man who committed this terrible 
crime,” the attorney said. “He beat 
out this woman’s brains and hit an 
old man with a hatchet because he 
had the impulse to kill.” 

T  R. Rock, a Chattanooga 
(Tenn.) and Greenville (Miss.) pos- 
tal inspector, and Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Maddox, who arrested Coy- 
ner in the postoffice here, testified 
they found a piece of flesh in Coy- 
ner’s pocket when he was taken in 
custody. 

The jury brought in its verdict in 
5 minutes. Defense attorneys ap- 
pointed by the court indicated that 
an appeal would be taken to the 
State Supreme Court.

tentiary term in Indiana for steal- 


ing the body of a young girl from, 


a grave and confessed recently that 
he had stolen the skulls of four 
women from a cemetery at Pon- 
tiac, Mich.

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REPUBLICANS FIND WAY 
70 AVOID GAG RULE 


House Minority, However, Not 
to Obstruct “Construc- 
tive Legislation.” 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 5.—The 
Republican minority of the House, 
at a brief caucus prior to the reg- 
ular House meeting today, decided 
to support all “constructive legisla- 
tion” and not to engage in obstruc- 
tionist tactics for politica: reasons. 

The action of the minority fol- 
lows its success yesterday in dis- 
covering a method of circumvent- 
ing the gag rule imposed by the 
Democrats last Friday. The Repub- 
licans decided, however, not to 
press their advantage to the point 
where they could be accused of ob- 
structing remedial legislation for 
political reasons, 

Representative Whitaker of Hick- 
ory County showed his fellow Re- 
publicans how to “get around” the 
gag rule yesterday when he called 
for a roll call on a resolution he 
had introduced containing a lengthy 
attack on the gag rule. 

Democratic Floor Leader Hamlin 
made a motion immediately that 
the resolution be referred to the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Reso- 
lutions and that it should not be 
printed in the journal of the House. 

Whitaker’s Remedy. 

“If you are going to be as unfair 
as all that,” said Whitaker, “T'll 
show you what I am going to do. 
1’'ll ask for a roll call on that mo- 
tion and that means that it will 
have to be printed in the journal, 
since there is a constitutional pro- 
vision that the journal has to show 
the question on which a roll call 
is taken.” 

“The gentleman from Hickory is 
perfectly within his rights,” said 
Speaker Christy, a Democrat, “and 
I'll remind the floor leader that it 
will take a suspension of the rules 
to pass his motion.”

HAUPTMANN JURY 
HAS WIDE POWER 
IN FIXING PENALTY 


Attorney-General Points Out 
Manslaughter Verdict Is 
Possible.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., Feb. 5. — 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann is being 
tried on a charge of murder of the 
Lindbergh baby but the jury has 
wide powers in returning a verdict 
and in fixing sentence. 

“New Jersey laws give the jury 
power to render any verdict it sees 
fit, regardless of the Judge’s 
charge,” Attorney-General Wilentz 
said. 

George K. Large, Special Assis- 
tant. Prosecutor, said that if the 
jury finds that the Lindbergh baby 
died accidentally at some later date 
than the night of March 1, 1932, 
when it was kidnaped, it can render 
a verdict of manslaughter or of sec- 
ond-degree murder. Manslaughter 
calls for a sentence of 10 to 30 
years, second-degree murder from 
30 years to life. 

It had been generally believed by 
those uninformed about the law 
that the only possible verdicts were 
first degree murder without a rec- 
ommendation of mercy, which calls 
for electrocution; first degree, with 
a mercy recommendation or acquit- 
tal.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.— The motive 
for Thomas E, Maloy’s murder in 
the heavy traffic of a lake-shore 
boulevard remained a mystery to- 


‘day. 


The widow of the “czar” of the 
Chicago Motion Picture Operators’ 
Union testified at an inquest that 
a gang had raided their summer 
home and seized $70,000 in cash 
last October. Police hed suspected 


the $70,000 was ransom, paid for a 
kidnaping never disclosed. 

Coroner Frank J. Walsh ad- 
journed the inquest after hearing 
the story of Maloy’s murder. No 
clew was provided as to the iden- 
tity of “two men in black hats” 
who drove up beside Maloy’s auto- 
mobile and shot him to death yes- 
terday. 

Denial That He Feared Attack. 

Maloy’s next-in-command, Ralph 
J. O'Hara, was taken to the State’s 
Attorney’s office for questioning 
about the affairs of the movie 
union, one of the most powerful in 
the city. O’Hara said he didn’t 
think the holdup had any connec- 
tion with Maloy’s murder. 

Dr. Emmett Quinn, who was rid- 
ing with Maloy and survived the 
attack, joined the widow and 
O’Hara in asserting that Maloy did 
not fear attacks and expressed no 
worries. 

O'Hara, organizer for the union, 
was tried and acquitted in March, 
1933, in the killing of Fred Oser, a 
union member. 

“If you knew who killed Maloy 
would you tell me?” the Coroner 
asked. O’Hara let the question 
pass. 

There were rumors that Maloy 
had “talked” to Government inves-

cust street, was described today in 
testimony given in Circuit Judge 
Ryan's court by Allen C. Orrick, 
one of the trustees for Campbell’s 
property. 

Orrick testified in the contest in- 
volving the will of Hugh Campbell, 


Hazlett’s elder brother, who left the 
life income of his own $1,250,000 
estate to the invalid, and provided 
that after his death most of the 
estate should go to Yale University. 
Anton Schuler, former Public Ad- 
ministrator, who is Hazlett Camp- 
bell’s legal guardian, filed the will 
contest suit. Orrick and his co 
trustee, the St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., together with Yale University, 
are opposing the contest, and Judge 
Ryan is hearing their motion that 
the contest be dismissed. 
One of Few Admitted. 

Orrick, one of the few visitors 
admitted in many years past to the 
old family dwelling in once fasn- 
jionable Lucas Place, related that 
Hazlett Campbell had been an in- 
valid more than 30 years. 

“He remains upstairs,” Orrick 
said, “not entirely bedridden, but 
able to sit in a chair at the win- 
dow, where he watches the traf- 
fic. I have not seen him down- 
paralytic

Cared for by Brother. 

“Hugh Campbell was a man of 
distinguished appearance, a man 
|of a great deal of manners,” the 
witness said. “He was a graduate 
of Washington University, and 
'moved in society. But because of 
‘his brother’s needs, he gave up so- 
cial affairs, remained a bachelor, 
and stayed at home, providing com- 
pany and entertainment for the in- 
valid. 

“Hugh was an accomplished pian- 
ist, and he played the piano a great 
deal for the pleasure of his brother, 
who would listen from upstairs. The 
old-time music boxes, then phono- 
graphs, then a radio, were installed 
by Hugh for his brother’s pleasure.”’ 

Schuler’s lawyers objected to Or- 
rick’s testimony, but Judge Ryan 
overruled the objection, saying he 
wished to know the conditions at 
| the home and the use to which the 
trust bequest is being put. When 
Orrick showed a photograph of 
Hugh Campbell, with gray mus- 
taches and pompadour, the Judge 
looked at it with interest, saying 
he had known Campbell. He lis- 
tened with intenerts when Orrick 
told of a dinner at the old home, in 
or about 1910, when Campbell had 
entertained Archbishop Glennon and 
a distinguished English churchman.

vicinity. Raymond Hamilton ran 
into a gas company garage, where 
he jumped into a truck and sped 
away. Floyd Hamilton, afoot, was 
lost in the darkness.

LONDON, Feb. 5.—Great Britain

Opposes State Insurance Funds. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE read with interest your article 

and editorial on the subjects of work- 
men’s compensation insurance and the 
Ohio monopolistic State fund. I am im- 
pressed with some of the — statements 
made. First, that the rates in Ohio are 
about 75 per cent higher on the average 
than they were in 1929, whereas the rates 
in Missouri show an increase of only 37 
per cent during that period. The reason 
which you give for this increase is the 
unfavorable condition affecting compen- 
sation during the late depression. This 
is probably true of the increase that ap- 
plies in Missouri and in most other states, 
but it is only partially true of the in- 
crease which has occurred in Ohio. 

Reference to the surplus figures of the 
Ohio fund will show that its surplus was 
cut from several million dollars in 1925 
down to only $115,908 at the end of 1932. 
This great reduction indicates that the 
State actuaries had set up inadequate re-

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THE SENATE AS INVESTIGATOR. 

The public interest has been served by the Su- 
preme Court’s decision, in the MacCracken case, up- 
holding the right of Congress to punish for con- 
tempt. A contrary decision would have handicapped 
congressional committees in the highly important 
function of investigation. 

Inquiries by Congress, and more especially those 
by the Senate, have been the target of frequent 
attacks. We recall that when the late Senator Walsh 
began the oil investigation which uncovered the Tea- 
pot Dome and Elk Hills scandals, he was assailed 
as a “mud-gunner”; that Senator Wheeler was round- 
ly condemned for the investigation which resulted 
in the enforced retirement of Harry Daugherty as 
Attorney-General; that the late Senator Caraway was 
accused of high-handed tactics in the hearings which 
exposed the ways of lobbyists at the national capi- 
tal; that former’ Senator Reed of Missouri was safd 
| to be leading a mere “fishing expedition” when he 
undertook to show the corruption behind that famous 
“golden primary” in Pennsylvania. 3 

It may freely be granted that Senate investigations 
have often been politically inspired: that at times 
they have ranged far from the purpose for which 
they were authorized; that punctilio has often been 
lacking in the treatment of witnesses: that the hear- 
ings sometimes have dropped from the plane of judi- 
cial inquiry to that of the hippodrome. 

Yet the good that has come from Senate investi- 
gations has far outweighed these faults. They have 
thrown light into dark places that needed to be il- 
luminated; they have sent malefactors to jail: they 
have been a national sounding board for the pros 
and cons of great issues; they have checked bureau- 
cratic excesses in the national Government; they have 
resulted in some of the most beneficial legislation of 
our times. Senator Couzens had all this in mind 
when he observed that the country would be better 
off if the Senate spent nine-tenths of its time inves- 
tigating and only one-tenth legislating.

The Forgotten Stockholder 


Failure of states to protect stockholder creates grave danger of Federal intervention, 
says former Judge; instead of trying to compete with loose Incorporation laws of 
Delaware and Nevada, he asserts, Legislatures should act to make investment 
safe; thinks corporation should be preserved, but regulated in interests of society, 


From an Address by J. Hugo Grimm. Former Judge of the St. Louis Circuit Court, 
Before the Missouri Bar Association. 


to protect the stockholder? 

1. In a number of states they have 
failed to place any restriction upon the char- 
acter of business in which the corporation 
may engage, or the character or amount of 
stock the holding companies may acquire. 
One buying stock in a company engaged in 
a certain line of business may find his com- 
pany engaged in an entirely unrelated busi- 
ness. The holding company being permitted 
to buy and sell stocks ad libitum, its direc- 
tors may indulge in stock speculations for 
their employers, getting all the thrill and 
running no risk of loss to themselves. 

2. There is no requirement that the direc- 
tors submit to the stockholders any report of 
their doings, or of the progress or prospects 
of the business. If any such reports are 
made, they are made voluntarily and are as 
comprehensive or meager or vague as they 
see fit to make them. 

3. Nowhere do these statutes provide for 
a uniform and fair system of accounting. 

4. Nowhere is any provision found giving 
to the stockholders the right to an inde- 
pendent audit of the books. Under the Brit- 
ish Companies’ Act, stockholders are entitled 
to such an audit, at the expense of the cor- 
poration. 


Wie: have the Legislatures failed to do 


Is the investing public of the United States 
not entitled to the moderate protection just 
referred to? Should it remain for congres- 
sional investigations to disclose the salaries, 
bonuses, options and other “rights” which 
the managements are giving themselves, for 
which the absentee stockholder has to pay? 

Should the public have to depend upon the 
action of the New York Stock Exchange to 
secure from our large corporations financial 
statements which shal] convey some definite 
information, and which shall be fair and hon- 
est’ Should not all corporations be required 
by law to render statements and reports to 
their stockholders? 

You may say that my indictment goes only 
to a comparatively small number of charter- 
mongering states. That is true, but since 
parties may incorporate where they wish, 
these states are the ones that are issuing 
the important charters. 

In recent years, Ohio, California, Tllinoia, 
Minnesota, Idaho, and perhaps a few other 
States, have revised their laws in the hope 
of encouraging their own industries to incor- 
porate under the laws of their own states, 
In the September, 1931, American Bar As- 
sociation Journal, Prof. Ballentine of Califor- 
nia, discussing the California Corporation 
Act of-1931, makes the following commenda- 
ably candid statement: 

“The primary object was to draw an act 
which would put California on a competitive 
basis with Delaware, Nevada and other in- 
corporating states, and thus obviate the need 
of resort to other states for the incorporation 
of California enterprises,” 

It seems to me that what the well-mean- 
ing gentlemen who have brought about a 
liberalization of the laws of some of these 
States have overlooked is this—that adopt- 
ing incorporation acts which do not go to the 
extreme lengths of those of Delaware and 
Nevada’ will fail to accomplish their pur- 
pose, for the promoters, having free choice, 
will simply continue to secure their charters 


from those states. It seems to me that one 
of two things must happen: Either all of 
the states will throw down the bars and 
enter into a wild competition to grant char- 
ters for the one purpose of securing addi- 
tional revenue, quite regardless of the public 
interest and that of the immense group of 
investors, or a thorough revision of the incor- 
poration laws of the so-called liberal states 
will have to be made. 

It seems to me the choice should be easy. 
Unless there is such revision, I can foresee 
the creation of a commission by the Federal 
Government taking over the entire subject 
of corporate control. 

For other states to attempt to compete 
with Delaware and Nevada should be out of 
the question. Instead, there should be dras- 
tic amendment and correction of the laws 
which have made not only possible, but easy, 
the grossest abuses of the corporate form of 
business organization. 

* . ” 


Unless the Legislatures of these “liberal” 
states see the light and move a long way in 
retracing their steps, we may wake up some 
bright morning and find that a Federal] in- 
corporation law has been enacted. While 
such action has been Suggested at differen+ 
times by thoughtful men whose views carry 
great weight, I cannot but believe that most 
of us would prefer that Federal] intervention 
should not become necessary. (Since this 
address was delivered, the United States 
Senate Banking and Currency Committee 
has reported in favor of legislation looking 
to that end.) 

I am not of the number who regard the 
corporation as a monster created by society, 
which must be destroyed lest it become more 
powerful than the Government itself. J rec- 
ognize that we owe much of our material 
progress and development to the corpora- 
tion. Without it, many great projects would 
have been impossible. Concentration and 
combination can well effect economies and 
result in good to the public. Destruction is 
not what is needed, but regulation in the in- 
terest of society is necessary. Even the hold- 
ing company, if properly regulated, may be 
made to serve a useful purpose. 

The time has passed when we can tell the 
investor in corporate securities to take care 
of himself. He simply must have protection 
of the law. This will be obvious when we 
recall that there are today probably in ex- 
cess of 20,000,000 persons Owning stock in 
our large corporations, each of whom is # 
comparatively small investor, holding 100 
shares or less. We have induced our indus- 
trious and thrifty people to become part 
owners in these great business enterprises, 
and we owe it to them to see that the law 
affords them every reasonable protection. 

It is no answer to Say that the courts wil] 
afford redress to the stockholder for any 
corporate abuses. Litigation will cost him 
more than his investment. Moreover, pre- 
vention of wrong is more important than re- 
dress.

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Gest Plagues 
And Epidemics 
Of Influenza 


The Latter Probably Was 
Among Those Known As 
“Black Death.” 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


URING the Middle Ages the 

world was repeatedly ravaged 

by plagues and epidemics. The 
Black Death was the name general- 
ly given to them. They had their 
origin in the mysterious East and 
spread West and North. They had 
an immense effect on history. They 
prevented population growth more 
than all the wars. The fact that 
you and I speak English rather 
than a corrupt Norman French is 
due to the Black Death. 

The disease which was called by 
the general name Black Death was 
probably not a single disease, but 
a number of them. Certainly bu- 
bonic plague was one, and cholera 
another. They are all gone. Epi- 
demiologists like to say that we are 
living in a pandemic of plague, but 
one sees very little evidence of it. 
Sanitation, the destruction of rats, 
good water supply, good food sup- 
ply have killed off our plagues. 

All but one. Influenza still may 
come among us. In the last great 
pandemic, the sickest patients 
turned cyanotic and black, so that 
the disease might well have once 
been called the Black Death. 

Like all the great plagues, it 
comes out of the East, at least so 
traditfon usually has it, or at any 
rate it starts in some definite place 
and races mysteriously over all the 
earth. Our last pandemic, if you 
remember, was called Spanish in- 
fluenza. 

There have been notices in the 
papers of late to the effect that in- 
fluenza has been recognized during 
the present winter in various Amer- 
ican cities. But I doubt whether it 
is the real thing. Every time after 
one of the severe epidemics has 
come and gone, there occurs an epi- 
demic of severe respiratory infec- 
tion, and doctors begin to call it the 
grippe or influenza. It was so 
when I first began to practice. 
Cases were called influenza in 
memory. of the epidemic of 1890. 
But they were so much like ordi- 
nary “deep” colds that I came to 
believe that there was no such 
thing as influenza. I had the op- 
portunity of changing my mind 
very decidedly in 1918.

Fashions From Exhibition by St. Louis Manufacturers and Wholesalers

F the St, Louis garment manu- 
| tacturers and wholesalers have 

their way the cotton season will 
start in February and _ continue 
through the summer. The impor- 
tance of cotton in the current 
mode was an outstanding feature 
of the annual spring fashion show 
which opened at Hotel Jefferson 
last night in connection with the 
meeting of the American Retailers’ 
Association. 

Besides devoting one entire prom- 
enade to cotton frocks, the ex- 
hibitors. impressed spectators by 
presenting cotton blouses with wool 
suits, cotton jackets with = silk 
frocks, cotton evening dresses, and 
cotton trimmings, such as sleeves, 
collars and cuffs of afternoon 
dresses. The milliners, co-operated 
by designing hats of the same fab- 
ric as the costume or its decora- 
tion. The inclusion of both formal 
and informal fashions in the cotton 
vogue gave occasion to introduce a 
great variety of different materi- 
als and colors. 

Taffeta proved to be a rival of 
the cottons in fabric leadership. 


Some entire costumes of this ma- . 


terial were modeled and there were 
many blouses, jacket linings and 
dress trimmings. Plaid themes 
predominated, and, in fact, extend- 
ed to many different materials,,.in- 
cluding woolens and cottons as well 
as silks. 


With gay fabrics playing such 
significant roles in the spring fash- 
ions silhouettes were of less mo- 
ment than in many seasons. The 
cape mode appeared to claim hon- 
ors, as did the suit with boxy 
jacket. There were #0 many jack- 
et costumes that one began to 
think no ensemble, whether for 
evening or daytime, was complete 
without some type of coat. Bulk 
was added to the top of costumes 
by fur trimmings on sleeves or col- 
lars or by quilted, flaring collars 
and cuffs.

URING the Middle Ages the 

world was repeatedly ravaged 

by plagues and epidemics. The 
Black Death was the name general- 
ly given to them. They had their 
origin in the mysterious East and 
spread West and North. They had 
an immense effect on history. They 
prevented population growth more 
than all the. wars. The fact that 
you and I speak English rather 
than a corrupt Norman French is 
due to the Black Death. 

The disease which was called by 
the general name Black Death was 
probably not a single disease, but 
a number of them. Certainly bu- 
bonic plague was one, and cholera 
another. They are all gone. Epi- 
demiologists like to say that we are 
living in a pandemic of plague, but 
one sees very little evidence of it. 
Sanitation, the destruction of rats, 
good water supply, good food sup- 
ply have killed off our plagues. 

All but one. Influenza still may 
come among us. In the last great 
pandemic, the sickest patients 
turned cyanotic and black, so that 
the disease might well have once 
been called the Black Death. 

Like all the great plagues, it 
comes out of the East, at least so 
tradition usually has it, or at any | 
rate it starts in some definite place | 
and races mysteriously over all the | 
earth. Our last pandemic, if you! 
remember, was called Spanish in-| 
fluenza.

grippe or influenza. It was so' 
when I first began to practice. | 
Cases were called influenza in| 


memory of the epidemic of 1890. 
But they were so much like ordi- 
nary “deep” colds that I came to 
believe that there was no such 
thing as influenza. I had the op- 
portunity of changing my mind 
very decidedly in 1918. 

Influenza epidemics come about 
every 40 years. The ones best 
known here were in 1731, 1780, 1830, 
1848, 1890 and 1918. There was one | 
ascribed to 1836 which would make | 
three from_ 1830 to 1848. The 1848 | 
one was authentic. But from inter- | 
nal evidence of the descriptions I | 
am inclined to doubt the correctness 
of the diagnosis of the 1836 one. 
The period 1830 to 1848 is the short- | 
est of any of the interval periods | 
for influenza. | 

If it is true that the nature of 
the disease is to sleep and perhaps | 
incubate for from 30 to 50 years, | 
we are safe until about 1948 to/| 
1968. And as far as I am con-| 
cerned that is exactly like worrying | 
about the heat of the sun giving | 
out. 

Pandemics which remove a large 
part of the population would be a 
good thing if they weren't so unse- 
lective. If they would remove the 
insane and feeble minded and crim- 
inals, they could be welcomed. But 
they take the good with the bad.

wF the St, Louis garment manu- 
| facturers and wholesalers have 

their way the cotton season will 
start in February and _ continue 
through the summer. The impor- 
tance of cotton in the current 
mode was an outstanding feature 
of the annual spring fashion show 
which opened at Hotel Jefferson 
last night in connection with the 
meeting of the American Retailers’ 
Association. 

Besides devoting one entire prom- 
enade to cotton frocks, the ex- 
hibitors impressed spectators by 
presenting cotton blouses with wool 
suits, cotton jackets with silk 
frocks, cotton evening dresses, and 
cotton trimmings, such as sleeves, 
collars and cuffs of afternoon 
dresses. The milliners, co-operated 
by designing hats of the same fab- 
ric as the costume or its decora- 
tion. The inclusion of both formal 
and informal fashions in the cotton 
vogue gave occasion to introduce a 
great variety of different materi- 
als and colors. 

Taffeta proved to be a rival of 
the cottons in fabric leadership. 
Some entire costumes of this ma- 
terial were modeled and there were 
many blouses, jacket linings and 
dress trimmings. Plaid themes 
predominated, and, in fact, extend- 
ed to many different materials,,in- 
cluding woolens and cottons as well 
as silks.
